DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: 38 and 63. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121 (d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "3" has been used to designate both the backrest and an 
apparent seam on the seat portion, as shown in at last Figure 1 . Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
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an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the device to support a 
reclining function of the "reclining surface (2)", and a back rest or arm capable of being 
positioned along the entire circumference of the seating and/or reclining surface must 
be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
the "reclining surface (2)", and a back rest or arm capable of being positioned along the 
entire circumference of the seating and/or reclining surface as described in the 
specification. Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the 
disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. 
Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application 
must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
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applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall contain a written description of tlie invention, and of tlie manner and process of 
malting and using it, in sucli full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

In line 1 of claim 1 , and throughout the claims, the Invention is defined as having 
a "reclining surface (2)". It cannot be ascertained how the apparent seating surface (2) 
is capable of reclining as no reclining mechanism has been disclosed. It appears that 
the seating surface (2) is no more that a contoured surface upon which a users sits. It 
appears that the seating surface is stable and lacks any device to support reclining. 

In claims 3 and 15, the back rest or arm is set forth as "can be positioned along 
the entire circumference of the seating and/or reclining surface". It cannot be 
ascertained how the back rest or arm is capable of achieving this configuration as it is 
shown each the drawings that these portions only cover a portion of the seating and/or 
reclining surface. 
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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are replete with indefinite language. Such has hindered an 
understanding of that which Applicant intends to define as the claimed invention. 
Examples are as follows: In line 1 of claim 1 and throughout the claims, reference is 
made to a seating "and/or" reclining surface. It cannot be ascertained whether the 
intent is to positively claim a seating surface, a reclining surface, or both. In line 2 of 
claim 1 and throughout the claims, reference is made to a back rest "or" arm rest. It 
cannot be ascertained whether the intent is to positively claim a back rest or arm rest. 
In line 7 of claim 1, the limitation "the control means (12, 16, 18)" lacks proper 
antecedent basis. In line 2 of claim 3, it is unclear if reference to an "arm" is intended to 
be a reference to the previously set forth "arm rest". In line 2 of claim 4, it is not clear 
what structure represented by the reference "it". In line 4 of claim 5, the recitation "and 
they each form an element" is grammatically vague. In claim 5, the limitation "the 
respective upholstery" lacks proper antecedent basis. In claim 6, it is unclear if "at least 
one back rest (3, 4) or arm rest" is the same as previously set forth in claim 1 , from 
which claim 6 depends. In claim 7, the recitation "in particular completely" is 
grammatically vague. In claim 9, the limitation "the forces that occur when someone 
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leans against it" lacks proper antecedent basis. In claim 10, the limitation "the desired 
shape of bending of the back rest (3, 4) or arm rest" lacks proper antecedent basis. In 
claim 1 1 , the limitation "the same contour" lacks proper antecedent basis. In claim 1 1 , 
the limitation "the side face" lacks proper antecedent basis. In claim 1 1, the recitation 
"in particular" is vague since it is not clear whether the limitations following this recitation 
are intended to be positively claimed. In claim 12, the limitation "the understructure" 
lacks proper antecedent basis. In claim 12, the limitation "the base of the furniture" 
lacks proper antecedent basis. In claim 13, it is unclear if Applicant intends to positively 
set forth sliding movement "or" rolling movement. In claim 14, the recitation "in 
particular" is vague since it is not clear whether the limitations following this recitation 
are intended to be positively claimed. In claim 15, the structure represented by "it" is 
not clear. In claim 17, the limitation "the respective upholstery" lacks proper antecedent 
basis. In claim 17, it cannot be ascertained whether Applicant intends to positively 
claim five elements "or" seven elements. In line 3 of claim 19, the recitation "in 
particular completely" is grammatically vague. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 
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(c) he has abandoned the invention. 

(d) the invention was first patented or caused to be patented, or was the subject of an inventor's 
certificate, by the applicant or his legal representatives or assigns in a foreign country prior to the date 
of the application for patent in this country on an application for patent or inventor's certificate filed 
more than twelve months before the filing of the application in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 



The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AlPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

(f) he did not himself invent the subject matter sought to be patented. 

(g) (1) during the course of an interference conducted under section 1 35 or section 291 , another 
inventor involved therein establishes, to the extent permitted in section 104, that before such person's 
invention thereof the invention was made by such other inventor and not abandoned, suppressed, or 
concealed, or (2) before such person's invention thereof, the invention was made in this country by 
another inventor who had not abandoned, suppressed, or concealed it. In determining priority of 
invention under this subsection, there shall be considered not only the respective dates of conception 
and reduction to practice of the invention, but also the reasonable diligence of one who was first to 
conceive and last to reduce to practice, from a time prior to conception by the other. 

Claims 1-20, as best understood with the above cited indefiniteness, are rejected 



under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Daswick et al (4195882). Note the 
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movable back rest (BR, BRA) and the seating surface (CA). Also note the convex and 
concave contours, as shown in Figure 33.
